II. Becauſe, every Perſon leaving his own Pariſh Church, uſually and purpoſely ; to Repair and Reſort unto any other; is a pub- 


F F lick Treſpaſſer againſt the known Laws of the Land. i i 
II. Becauſe, Non- Conformity begins Diſorder , which begets Diviſion: and it begets Diſobedience, which begins Rebellion. 


7 2 Now, the end of Diviſion, is Deſtruction: and the end of Rebellion, is Damnation. : 
IV. Becauſe, ſuch as wilfully refuſe, to Reſort to theirPariſhChurch, do Diſcomfort, Diſcourage, and Diſcredit, their own lawful Miniſter : bring- 


ing a Scandal upon HIM; As if he were unworthy, unable, and unprofitable, in the Sacred Function of his delegated Miniſtry, 
V. Becauſe, they bring a Scandal upon the whole Pariſh; as if it were a Place of Libertiniſm; very Diſorderly and Irreligious: without all fear, of 
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either God or the _ as to Order, and Devotion. 11 FR 
VI. Becauſe , they bring a Scandal upon Themſelves; as if they were Sciſmatical in Opinion; wavering in the Faith; Deſpiſers of Others 3 and 


endeavoured the Diſturbance of the publick Peace. 
VII. Becauſe, ſuch as wilfully refuſe to Reſort unto their Pariſh Church, c:nnever have any true Comfort, by reſorting unto any other: for, To do 


evil , that good may come, is the Tenet of a Sectariſt; and To Reform by Rebellion, is the Poſition of a Traytorz and To think to Edifie the poor Sout 


by a miſ-zealous Diſ obedience, is the Errour of Fanatieks; and the Pantrap of a Non-Conformilt. 
VIII. Becauſe, ſuch as wilfully refuſe to Reſort unto their Pariſh Church; and yet Gad up and down to other Places; they openly Diſown, and noto- 


riouſly Diſdain, the Form of the Kings Government: they declare to the World a moſt Unchriſtian Diſ-affeQion to their proper Paſtor : they make an un- 


happy Difference in the whole Pariſh : and a continual Contention, between the Miniſter and his People. 
IX. And laſtly, Becauſe, ſuch as wilfully refuſe toReſortunto their PariſhChurch, to Reſort unto any other; they do (in a deſperate preſumption) 


manifeſtly (in 0 Gods own Word: foe, it is written, in the thirteenth Cap. to the Hebrews, Verſe the ſeventeenth ; Obe them which have the 
Rule over you, and ſubmit your ſelves; for, they watch for your ſouls: 47 hey that muſt give Account; that they may do it with joy, and not with Grief}, 


for, that is Unprofitable for Tou. 


Thus, whilſt the Non-Conformiſt, Diſobeys God : Diſhonours the King : 


Diſturbs the Peace: Diſcredits his Miniſters : and Diſowns Government:
